The estimated increase in next ■ 
year's anticipated budget comes 
from increase valuation of property 
caused by the influx of new indus- 
try and new residents.

Probably no other section of the 
Canons is of greater importance to 
the preservation df the dignity of 
the legal profession than that which 
requires a lawyer to guard scrupu- 
lously the facts revealed to him- in 
confidence by his client. Neither 
he nor his employees may disclose 
any information gained as a law- 
yer,, even to closest relatives, and 
even though the lawyer's employ- 
ment has long since ended. He may 
not be forced to testify in court as 
to confidential disclosures, unless 
the client consents. - * 

Illinois lawyers are admonished 
by their Canons against charging 
more than their usual fees because 
the client is able to pay at a higher 
rate. Nevertheless, every lawyer 
is expected to reduce his normal 
fee if the client cannot afford to 
pay it. -i Fees are generally based on 
such considerations as time spent, 
the difficulty of the problem in- 
volved and the results obtained for 
.the client. 

The rules described above do not 
constitute the entire Canons of the 
Illinois State Bar Association, but 
they are representative of the type 
of ethical obligations that a lawyer 
is bound to observe. Of course, 
there are a small minority of law- 
yers who do not pay heed to their 
duties, whose conduct brings the 
entire legal profession into disre- 
pute. Improper conduct should be 
reported to the state or local bar 
association so that proper steps may j. 
be taken to investigate the charge 
and, if necessary, impose punish- 
ment.
